The last time the weather was 
this frigid was January 18, 1930, 
when 1.25 below zero was record- 
ed. 


Blooming Grove and State Home 
were the only schools In the coun- 
ty holding classes according to a 
survey early Monday morning. 


Heavy Snow Fall. 
The thermometer Sunday regis- 
tered 13 above, and 6 1-2 Inches of 
•now fell during the week-end. 


Traffic was at a snail's pace due 
to the snow.

Indications Monday morn- 
Ing were that relief would be re- 
ceived soon. 
Mrs. W. A. Hammett,

government observer, reported the 
2 degrees above zero and the snow 
amounted to a half-inch precipita- 
tion.

Hundreds of automobiles failed 
to start 
Monday 
morning, and 
neighbors' cars, taxlcabs, and oth- 
er modes of transportation were 
pressed Into service. Many were 
forced to walk to work. 
It Is feared that many radiators

aged, but this cannot be ascertain- 
ed until the weather moderates.

The Veterans Administration mov- 
ed today to cut an estimated $10,- 
000,000 a year from its operating 
costs through a major overhaul of 
its administrate setup, 
Administrator Carl R. Gray, Jr., 
said the action Involves relieving 
VA's 13 branch offices of supervis- 
ory duties. Instead, they will be- 
come district offices limited to 
the handling of national service 
life insurance and death claims. 


Effective tomorrow, he said, the 
71 regional offices and all VA hos- 
pitals will report directly to head- 
quarters here instead of to branch 
offices. 
Gray told a news conference 


the aim Is to give 'Increased and 
better service to veterans, along 
with effecting economies.

New US. AtomBombsMorePowerful 
Than Old Ones, Says Official Report

bombs which are much more ex- 
plosive energy than the old ones. 


The Atomic Energy Commission, 
which has hinted previously that 
it had developed more powerful 
weapons than those dropped on Ja- 
pan or at Bikini, announced it out- 
right today in Its fifth semi-annu- 
al report to Congress. 


Dnvelopmcnts. 
And it said 
"further develop- 
ments are now In prograss." 


It related for the first time that 
the three weapons tested at Eni- 
wetok Atoll last spring demonstrat- 
ed "a substantial gain in (explo- 
sive) energy release" over previous 
models.

North Atlantic Security Pact Group 
May Invite Other Nations In Talks

The seven nation group negotiat- 
ing the North Atlantic Security 
pact here expects soon to invite 
half a dozen more nations, Includ- 
ing a Soviet-pressured Norway, to 
become full partners In the pro- 
ject.

The Russians 
recognized Nor- 
way's importance Saturday night 
by stating their criticisms of the 
North Atlantic treaty formally and 
directly to the foreign office at 
Oslo. They apparently made no 
specific threat or demand but left 
no doubt in the minds of observ- 
ers here that they were doing their 
utmost diplomatically to put little 
Norway on the spot.

votes were cast. 
Stevenson first took his com- 
plaint to the U. S. District Court 
in Fort Worth. He was eranted a 
temporary injunction keeping John- 
son's name off the ballot for last 
November's general election. John- 
son's attorneys then filed a request 


that the U. S. Circuit Court in New 
Orleans reverse the district court. 


The circuit court was not In ses- 


sion at the time, so Johnson's at- 
torneys placed their case before 
Justice Hugo Black in his supreme 
court office here. Black ordered 
the Injunction lifted. Later the cir- 
cuit court reversed the 
district 
court. 
Stevenson's latest move was to 
request the full supreme court to 
review tho litigation ind then re- 
verse the circuit court. His coun- 
sel, Including former Texas Gover- 
nor Dan Moody, contended the cir- 
cuit court erred In concluding that 
the suit filed In district court by 
Stevenson was an election contest. 
Stevenson claimed that the alleged 
fraudulent election returns 
had 


deprived him of his civil rights.

Temperatures At New Lows; 
Crops In Valley Are Ruined

The lush Rio Grande Valley re- 


ported one of the most disastrous 
hard freezes on record today as 
a cold wave brought all-time low 
temperatures to Texas and below- 
zero readings as far south as San 
Antonio. 
The Valley tomato and potato 
crop was a total loss, ripening 
fruit was heavily damaged 
and 
citrus men say trees themselves, 
especially young trees, may bo 
damaged. 


In one Valley county, Cameron, 
County Agent Frank Brunnemun 
estimated vegetable damage alone 
will run higher than $15,000,000. 


Twenty-one deaths In Texas have 
been attributed directly or Indi- 
rectly to the cold wave. 4 
Crops Damaged. 
South Texas flax and oat crops 


were heavily damaged. In the hill 
country north 
of San 
Antonio 
heavy losses of lambs and ewes 
was feared. 
In the Winter Gar- 


den area of Crystal City and Car- 
rizo Springs 
garden 
vegetables 
were hurt. 


And McAllen reported: "The en- 
tire Valley vegetable crop is vir- 
tually destroyed. Only some cab- 
bage, carrots and beets may sur- 
vive. Ice particles formed in all 
citrus and the crop Is badly dam- 
aged but growers would make no 
estimates yet. Much of the early 
oltrus has been harvested, but the 
late crop, such as Valenclas, 
Is 
just coming in. Tomatoes are de- 
stroyed, alone with peppers, squach 
and potatoes. 
The temperature 


fell to 22 degrees here and to 20 
degrees as Weslaco. 
Heavy Snow. 
The unprecedented temperatures 


followed heavy snowfalls over the 
state Sunday. 


The weather

Cameron county's 10,000 acres of 
peppers were believed a total loss. 
Brunneman said the tomato loss 
in the county will run to $7,000,000

the Cameron county potato crop 
was $3,000,000. 
The Wlllacy county tomato crop 


was totnllv destroyed and the po- 
tato loss was 75 per cent or high- 
er. Twenty-five thousand acres of 
onions in Wlllacy were seriously 
hit.Heavy citrus damage was report- 
ed In Hidalgo county along with 
heavy losses in potatoes and toma- 
toes and broccoli. Fifteen thous- 
and acrec in tomatoes wecr laid 
waste. County Agent J. A. Oswalt 
of Hidalgo county said he found 
solidly 
frozen 
limes and some 
young citrus growth splitting. Ho 
said the county has 90,000 acres in 
citrus. Glonm Over Valley, 
Starr county agent, J. B. Tal- 


cott said row crops in that county 
are wiped out.

PLANNED FARM PRICES 


The 1949 cotton crop may 


provide a billion dollar jolt 
to remind Americans that 
the system of government 
control of farm prices is root 
so perfect as it might be. The 
government may invest that 
much in supporting the price 
of cotton this year, accord- 
ing to an estimate by Frank 
Wooley, deputy administra- 
tor of the Production and 
Marketing Administration. 


This 
heavy 
government 


investment in cotton is an- 
ticipated because the 1949 
crop is expected to be far 
greater than the market de- 
mand for it. 
Mr. Wooley 


suggested it is time to con- 
eider government action to 
reduce production. The pro- 
posal can be expected to 
arouse protests against gov- 
ernment interference in th«- 
free enteprise of 
growing 


cotton, just as wheat quotas 
have been protested as inter- 
ference with the. growing of 
wheat, and so on. 


This argument convenient- 


ly overlooks the fact that 
government price 
supports 


have removed an essential 
element of the risks of free 
enterprise from famine. In 
the specific case of any crop 
which has a supported price, 
control of the production of 
that crop is not an unreason- 
able invasion of the rights of 
private enterprise. 
Ameri 


cans must make up 
their 


minds whether they want for 
farming the 
privileges of 


free enterprise' or the pro- 
tection of government plan- 
ning. Allowing the industry 
to have both incurs a high 
cost 
which 
government 


cannot shoulder indefinitely.

Th* commission disclosed "In- 
creased production of fissionable 
materials (uranium 236 and plu- 
tonlum) at lowered cost," and said: 
"The amount of these materials 
available Is a significant measure 
of the national wealth. 
"It determines how many atomic 


weapons the American people can 
build for defense and the number 
and power of atomic machines— 
nuclear reactors—that can be op- 
erated for application of the new 
energy to all parts of our national 
life." 
In the commission's last semi-an- 
nual report, issued In July, It said 
the Eniwetok tests had confirmed 


"th* faot that the position of th« 
United States in the field of atomls 
weapons has been substantially im- 
proved." 
"Work has also been done," th* 


report said, "on the engineering de- 
velopment of weapons for greater 
ease of production and greater »er- 
vlceability." 


While the commission made only 
a brief reference to the produc- 
tion of industrial power from atom- 
ic energy, it said the subject is so 
Important that It plans to send a 
special report to Congress to deal 
with it.
